There is a movement on the Repub­ 
lican side to get an agreement among 
the rt gu’ar K l publicans and the pro­ 
gressives to vote together for a bill 
revising some of the leading schedules 
of the Payne-Aldrich law in a way 
that will give fair reductions.
